3. The present claims are deemed allowable over the references of record since the 
references of record fail to disclose or render obvious a perpendicular magnetic 
recording medium comprising a crystal orientation layer, a nonmagnetic underlayer and 
a magnetic layer meeting applicants' claimed limitations. 

While the prior art of record disclose perpendicular magnetic layers deposited on 
various nonmagnetic underlayers, the prior art of record fail to teach or suggest 
depositing a perpendicular magnetic layer meeting applicants' claimed composition 
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limitations and containing crystal grains having an Llo structure on a nonmagnetic 
underlayer containing an element from group A and an element or compound from 
group B and on a crystal orientation layer meeting the claimed composition limitations. 
The Examiner notes that Chen et al. ('578 A1 ) is no longer applicable as prior art since 
applicants' have perfected their claim to priority to Foreign Priority application JP 2002- 
346268.
